Hera ld revea ls a condition of prison 
ma na gement in M ex ico worthy of pa ss­ 
ing a ttention in the da y s of prison re­ 
form a ssocia tions a nd interna tiona l pris­ 
on congresses. 
The Hera ld sa id tha t Belem ha d been 
commonly spoken of a s a second Bla ck 
H ole of Ca lcutta , but the reporter found 
tha t the prison w a s kept in a sta te of 
compa ra tive clea nliness; 
not so. how ­ 
ever, the prisoners. 
Their condition he 
described a s one of disgusting filthiness. 
Although there wa s a hy dra nt in every 
cell a nd genera l ba thing fa cilities in 
ea ch compa rtment, the reporter found 
only one inm a te either a t ba th or w ith 
a ny indica tion of ha ving ba thed w ithin 
a y ea r. 
It wa s ex pla ined to him by the 
prison 
a uthorities 
tha t form erly the 
regula tions required prisoners to ba the 
da ily , but tha t this wa s rega rded a s 
such a ha rdship tha t the sufferers m a n­ 
a ged to ha ve it decla red a form of cruel 
a nd unusua l punishm ent a nd so to ha ve 
the rule a broga ted. 
There a re in the 
prison now 3,451 prisoners, of whom 
2,933 a re men a nd 80 a re minors. 
A curious fea ture found by the re­ 
porter wa s the Spa nish rega rd for the 
a rts, even w ithin 
prison 
w a lls. 
He 
found in the south w ing the w riters of 
libel, “ a nd the cells reserved for m u ­ 
sicia ns, a rtists a nd others of the fine 
a rts.” * It w ould seem t*> be a cha rita ble 
a s w ell a s a n inclusive provision, tha t 
“ a nd others” (besides a rtists) of the 
fine a rts. The m usicia ns a re perm itted, 
a ppa rently , to ta ke their instrum ents to 
ja il w ith them , much a s m echa nics ta ke 
into the prison workshop their own 
tools of tra de. 
“ The w a lls of the m u­ 
sicia ns’ cells a re decora ted w ith differ­ 
ent m usica l instruments, a nd the re­ 
porter wa s told tha t a lmost every even­ 
ing there w a s a conceit in one of the 
pa tios. ” 
IT* n som etim es do in M ex ico w ha t in 
tht* colder clim e they content them ­ 
selves wJ tk w ishing done, for the re­ 
porter ca nto upon one Ada ms, under 
sentence of 20 y ea rs “ for k illin g a w a it­ 
er a t the Club de la Opera beca use lie 
did not bring h is dinner quick enough. ” 
Ada ms ha s tho freedom of his ga lley . 
There a re in ea ch ga lley three trusties 
who 
g o a b o u t w ith clubs a nd preserve 
or ler, usliug tho club “ only w hen mo a l 
sua sion w ill not do a s w e ll.” 
There w ere stoics a mong the 57 men 
condemned to dea th. 
One of these, un­ 
der sentence for a ssa ssina ting a ma n, 
ex pressed his serene confidence a s to his 
future, but, “ if w orst comes to w orst” 
— a shrug of the shoulders a nd pa lms 
up. 
T his ma n a nd some others under 
dea th sentence ba d the run of the com ­ 
m a nda nt’s offices, notw ithsta nding there 
w ere on the w a lls, serving a s decora 
tions, confisca ted wea pons of prisoners. 
Oddly enough, its it would seem m this 
country , though it w ouldn’t ha ve been 
stra nge iu the Ita ly of AluoJhia velli, 
there w a sn’t a gun a m ong these. 
Tin- 
nea rest to it wa s a ba y onet, a nd tho rest 
were 
poi nurds, 
scim iters, 
stilettos, 
butcher knives, ta ble knives, penknives, 
a nd shoem a kers’ knives. 
The dinner hour w a s ma rked by a 
curious specta cle. 
The street outside 
the prison wa s filled w ith the “ wives, 
children, dogs a nd other members of 
the 
prisoners’ 
households.” 
These 
brought ba skets of edibles to the prison 
ers, some of whom were perm itted to 
spea k to their rela tives through a gra t­ 
ing. 
To the convicts not permitted to 
come to the gra ting, their rela tives were 
a llow ed to send in notes a ccompa ny ing 
the dinner ba skets. 
T his privilege ha d 
given rise to a peculia r w a y of ma king 
a few pennies a m ong persons a ble to 
w rite— “ itinera nt scribes 
who for a 
cent or tw o wrote m essa ges to tho pris­ 
oners.” 
One woma n ba de the scribe to 
put her messa ge iu rod ink. 
She would 
ha ve none of the “ purple stuff ” 
“ T ell h im ,” sa id sh e , “ tha t I send 
him tw o little ta m a les a nd tell him 
tha t la perrita died y esterda y . 
Sa y s the reporter, “ An d the scribe,

His upr ight c ha r a i ’ter and honorab le 
dealing have won the esteem of the 
entire comm unity and hi» loss will be 
deeply mourned and grievously f*9 t 
throughout the e astern pt. rtion of this 
county . 
Mr, Durk es was the y oungest of a 
la rge 
family of children 
born 
to 
Philip and Appolonla ¡Stelzer) Durk es. 
His f a the r was thr o e y ears a soldier, 
and under Najioleon was ta k e n prison­ 
er in tha t tiistoric m a rc h to 
Moscow. 
C onrad was born in the villa ge of 
Blodosheim, within a short d ista nc e of 
W orms, the scene of L ut he r ’s trial, in 
the G r a nd Duchy of Hesse-Darm« tadt, 
(ie rm a ny Juno 19 , 1"29 , and 
ha d lie 
lived till Sunday , would have been (>9 
y ears of age.

proceeding to St. Louis, w here they 
lived till P45, wh« *a they removed to 
Chicago, where the f a the r died in H58,

more p ictu resqu e ceremony than is p os­ 
sible now, when the v essels of the nav y 
are fitted w fth bu t a single y ard and 
that only u sed for signaling. 
At the 
word of command “ Man the y ards’” 
there was u n am ou nt of acrobatic scu r­ 
ry ing on the main decks of the old ship s 
tijat was calcu lated to make the ship 
v isitor hold his breath, the thing look 
ed so dangerou s. 
The men forward in 
blu -jacket u niform wou ld fairly leap 
u p the rop e ladders, and almost by the 
time the echoes of the command had 
di« d away ev ery y ard ou each mast 
wou ld su p p ort scores of men and hoy s, 
all standing erect, most of them only 
hell] u p by the crossed arms of the men 
beside them. 
This rep resentation of a 
cross wu s held by all of the men, and 
it was their bu siness to stand thu s with 
absolu te statu esqu cness.

Several tim e« in each year A ustralian 
newspaper« announce the departure to

pounds v alu e in gold. In 189 b the three 
colonies 
of 
Queensland, 
N ew 
South 
\\ ales and V ictoria sent aw ay over $ 10, - 
000,000. 
It is not a m atter of surprise that 
such an n ou n cem en tsex cite the cupidity 
of a section of the com m unity or that 
from tim e to tim e attem pts are m ade to 
surreptitiously lay hands on som e por 
tien of the sedu ctive treasure. 
R obbing a s h ip ’s safe on the Austra 
lian coast is now conducted w ith the 
sam e silen t and thou ghtfu l deliberation 
as is the solv in g of a difficult chess 
problem. 
T h e first th in g the riflvr sets 
his heart upon is h ow to got the k<*y. 
I he theory, and indeed the general prac­ 
tice, is that the captain checks the hex es 
as they are store^l in the bullion rfx nn, 
locks the door w hen the transaction is 
com plete, and, sleeping or waking, car­ 
ries the key in a leather pouch around 
his neck fill ho unlocks the door at the 
end of the voyage. 
B ut tlp'ory and practice are often set 
aside. 
In the Tararua case, at Mel­ 
bourne, in 1880, w h en $20,000 worth 
of gold bars w ere stolen, the pTlico d is­ 
covered that tw o keys, eith er of which 
opened the bullion room, used to hang 
against the w all in th e public bar. 
It 
was also discovered that one of those 
keys m ysteriously disappeared 12 m ouths 
before the robbery and that no serious 
investigation w as then m ade into the 
loss, nor w as any alteration m ade in 
the lock of the bullion room. 
T his Tararua w as ru n n in g between 
N ew Zealand and A u stralia and had 
shipped box es of gold at various ports. 
A ltogether she was supposed to carry 
11 box es. 
On arriving at M elbourne it 
w as found that one of these box es was 
m issing. E x am ination sh ow ed that some 
one had sim p ly opened th e door w ith a 
key, ex tracted the box and locked the 
door again. 
T he robbery from th e Iberia, w hich 
left M elbourne for London in March, 
1889 , is supposed to h ave been also e f­ 
fected by m eans of a key surreptitiously 
procured. In that case th e robbery w as 
not discovered till the arrival of the 
vessel in London. 
T h e robbery from the C hina d evelop­ 
ed in a remarkable way. 
Hero the O ri­ 
ental bank 
111 Sydney placed the gold on 
board a coast steamer called the Avoca. 
A t Melbourne the gold w as tran sship ­ 
ped to the China. 
The C hina touched 
at A delaide and other ports, but it w as 
only at. C alle the discovery of the rob­ 
bery w as made. 
D etectives operated 
011 
all the pot ts sim ultaneously, but n o­ 
w here count a clew he 
found. 
The 
am ount m issin g w as the usual $30,000. 
In 1s 7h u man named Wei berg, w h o 
had been a carpenter on the C hina, took 
np a selection in the interior of V icto­ 
ria. Before settling down he m arried a 
Melbourne barmaid and appears to have 
confided to her some shady particulars 
ot his past history. 
T he Sam son and 
D elilah story w as in part repeated, and 
the publio laid them selves out to w atch 
Wei berg. 
T he upshot w as the arrest of 
the man us the safe riflor of the China. 
One thousand sovereigns w ere found 
111 14 tin of fat stored aw ay by h im 
111 
Melbourne. 
In his hut was discovered 
a wooden plane stuffed w ith gold. 
T he 
wood was hollow ed out and the gold 
dropped in. In the hut w as also d iscov­ 
ered a bar of soap oontaiuing 200 sover­ 
eigns. 
H e told the detectives that he liad 
1,800 sovereigns concealed on h is selec­ 
tion and offered if they accompanied 
him to point out w here the booty lay. 
As m ay he surmised, he fooled the p o­ 
lice into a wild, thick timbered rogiou, 
took them suddenly off guard and m ade 
his escape, lie w as recaptured, h ow e v ­ 
er, some m onths later. 
T he m ystery of the Iberia w as cleared 
up 111 a still more singular manner. One 
day tw o boys playing at W illiam stow a 
saw a mouse run into a hole under the 
platform of the railw ay pier. 
O ne of 
the boys started to dig the m o u se out 
w ith a stick and to his surprise u n ­ 
earthed a 111a s of sovereigns. 
T he po­ 
lice w ere informed, and before the day 
was 1 nit U, 742 sovereigns were recovered. 
lh e reco v ery of the Aredule gold w as 
more satisfactory as l’ar as am ount is 
co ncerned. For nearly tw o years the 
p o lice lab o red in v ain. The m ystery 
m igh t nev er hav e b een cleared up but 
for an accident. 
A w h a r f lu m p e r fish­ 
ing a t Nelso n p ier, w here th e A redale 
ha d b een b erthed, ho o ked o n to so m e­ 
th i ng w h ic h ex cited his cu rio sity . 
O b ­ 
ta ining assistance, the lu m p e r su cceed­ 
ed in b r inging to the su rface th e m is s ­ 
ing b o x , w i t h its treasu re intact. T h e 
ro b b er had ev idently su nk th e b o x , i n­ 
te nding to r e tu r n fo r it w h e n o p p o r tu ­ 
nity o ffered.— C h a m b e r s ’ Jo u rnal.

The rudder of a wooden ship is com ­ 
posed of the stalk and the backing, 
w hich are so joined together us to form 
in effect a sin gle piece. 
The com plete 
rudder is coppered, to protect it from 
worms, and then, besides being p racti­ 
cally all in one piece, it has that ap ­ 
pearance also. 
The stalk is the part to w h ich are at­ 
tached the pintles, or pivots, by w hich 
the rudder is suspended and held in 
place, these goin g through eyes set in 
the sh ip ’s sternpost. 
The stalk runs up 
through the stern of the ship, and to 
its head is bolted a cap to w h ich are at­ 
tached the ropes by m eans of w hich the 
rudder is controlled. The backing is the 
blade part of the rudder 
By far the greater strain com es on 
the stalk, and the greatest strain of all 
comes on the head of the stalk, the 
rudder head, w here it is held.
